Male suspect at large in deaths of two men and a woman

‘Two men and a woman are 
dead after a shooting early 
‘Wednesday evening inside the 
‘Walmart Supercenter at 9901 
Grant St. in Thornton, police 
said. As of 1:20 p.m, the suspect 
was still at large. 

Hundreds of emergency re- 
sponders ringed the Thornton 
‘Town Center shopping center 
for hours after the shooting 
was reported about 6:10 p.m. 
“Multiple parties” were down, 
‘Thornton police said ina tweet. 

An hour later, the Thornton 
Police Department tweeted, “At 
this time this is not an active 
shooter.” 


‘The Thornton Town Center 
is a big-box shopping complex 
off of Interstate 25 south of East 
104th Avenue. The shopping 
center includes other retailers, 
including a Home Depot, Cine- 
barre theater and McDonald's. 

Police warned people to stay 
away from the shopping center. 
Streets leading to the area were 
blocked by emergency vehicles 
and police officers armed with 
long guns were standing at in- 
tersections. 

People who had been in the 
store flooded the parking lot of 
the Golden Corral restaurant, 
overlooking the shopping cen- 
ter from the south. Others 
looked toward the Walmart

WASHINGTON» Roused by the 
first major Islamic State-in- 
spired attack on US. soil since 


he took office, President Donald 
‘Trump urged swift repeal of an 
immigration program that 
brought the suspect to America 
and laid into a political foe he 
said was responsible for it — al- 
though Republican George H. 


W. Bush signed the law. 

‘Trump insisted Wednesday 
that Congress must end the visa 
lottery program under which 
Uzbek immigrant Sayfullo 
Saipov entered the country, and 
he ordered still tighter scrutiny 
ofimmigrants already subjectto 
what he calls “extreme vetting.” 
But the White House offered no 
indication of what new steps the 


president might be planning. 
“We have to get much tough- 
er, much smarter, and less polit- 
ically correct,” Trump said. He 
also said the U.S. justice system 
for dealing with such cases must 
be strengthened, declaring, 
“What we have right now is a 
joke, and it's a laughingstock.”

Settlement in death 
at hands of deputies 
also addresses policy

‘The family of Michael Marshall, 
an inmate killed by deputies in 
2015 in Denver's downtown jail, 
will receive $4.6 million from the 
city in an agreement that also in- 
cludes policy changes in how 
Denver Sheriff Department depu- 
ties treat mentally ill inmates. 

‘The settlement was an- 
nounced Wednesday, and the City 
Council will be asked to approve 
the settlement Nov. 13. If ap- 
proved, the city will have spent 
more than $19 million in the past 
three years to settle claims 
against its sheriff and police de- 
partments. 

The agreement ends a nearly 
two-year ordeal for the family of 
Marshall, a 50-year-old man who 
battled chronic psychotic ej
